The sharply accented split in the Re- 


publican Party caused by the victory 
of conservative forces led by Senator 
.Barry Gohlwater over middle of tbe 
road and liberal Republicans revives 
again the old idea that there should be 
a radical realignment of jxjIiUcal par- 
ties in America. 


The two party system lias proved it- 


self the most stable form of political 
representation and debate in America. 


But philosophical and 
political 1«- 


liefs of Democrats and Republicans ai'fi 
,so diverse and divided that a completely 
new alignment would make more sense. 


There is a sharjwr and more under- 


standable difference between liberals 
and conservatives today than there is 
between 
Democrats and 1!(.'publicans. 


There is less division within conser- 


vative and liberal ranks than there is 
within the Democratic and Republican 
jmrtics. 


What would be the basic ideals of the 


conservative and liberal parlies? 


President Lyndon 1!. Johnson would 


be the leader of the liberal parly. 


Basic liberal policies would include a 


.strong federal government with federal 
solutions for many state and local 
, problems. 
\ 
They would favor strong: federal civil 


;rights legislation and enforcement, bud- 
•jret deficits if needed to keep federal 
;spending high and unemployment low, 
; "liberal" federal spending to ]<ecp the 
| economy booming, trade and aid to 
|Communist nations to wean them from 
:jlp«;ow, snd coexistence with world 


Communism while holding it within 
present boundaries. 


Senator Barry Goldwater would b« 


the leader of the conservative party. 


Basic conservative jwlicies would in- 


clude stronger state and local govern- 
ment powers and action to solve most 
social, economic and political problems. 


They would favor states rights over 


federal power, state enforcement of 
civil rights Jaws, no federal deficits and 
a reduced federal debt, action by pri- 
vate business to reduce unemployment, 
less federal spending, no trade or aid to 
Communist nations, and constant dip- 
lomatic, propaganda, and military ac- 
tion to contain and roll back Commu- 
nist power.

upcoming 
fall 
campaign for 


return 
to 
their 
Senate 
or 


House seat. 


This year all 209 House scats 


are up for filling along with 
half of the fifty Senate seals. 


Those lawmakers seeking re- 


turn, engagements on Capitol 
HUl In Pennsylvania's legis- 
lative 
branch — In 
theory — 


have a ihow running for them 
on Die plus side, as opposed to 
the somewhat nebulous and 
head - scratching 
campaign 


wishes and promises to be off- 
ered by an opponent. 


In other words, the record 


of th* 
Incumbent 
lawmaker 


could and should be quite n 
drawing card — if he has es- 
tablished any kind of record 
at all during his legislative 
tenure; it's something for vot- 
ers to bite Into which the in- 
experienced opponent obvious- 
ly cannot hope to offer. 


What then constitutes thin 


"record"? 


Actually there are several 


facets to be considered, broken 
down voughly into these cate- 
gories: CD attendance—has he 
been lousy, fair or excellent 
in 
attending 
legislative 
ses- 


sions, (2) how has he voted on 
statewide or for beltcrment- 
oMhe-state-as-a-whole 
Issues, 


In relation lo his own personal, 
Inpfll 
constituency, 
(3) 
ho\v 


has he stacked up in effec- 
tively arguing for or against 
issues that would affect his 
area 
in 
particular, and 
C4> 


how active has lie 
been 
in 


working with hi.s local con- 
stituency 
on 
non-legislative 


problems (with Highways De- 
partment, Forests and Waters, 
etc.) ? 


The answer lo these points 


have already been decided by 
now insofar as the local law- 
maker's record is concerned, 
The 1964 legislative session is 
all but over and done with; 
the record must stand "as is," 


Looking over the "judging1' 


points one by one: 


—Attendance, how do you 


stze up this point? In neither 
House nor Senate Is there such, 
a thing as 
an "attendance 


role" for each day's sessions, 
thus the next best basis \s 
whether 
the 
lawmaker 
in 


question Is recorded as voting 
on roll calls for each day. (It 
he is recorded as having voted, 
In theory he was present.) 


—Voting record on legisla- 


tion. This can be R sticky one. 
The main point of concern is 
whether he went overboard in 
a 
selfish 
extreme 
to vote 


against 
a 
good-for-lhe-Com- 


monwealth piece of legislation 
simply because of R possible 
negative reaction at home and 
IL possible subsequent loss of. 
local votes, 
(Somebody has 


lo stand up and be counted!) 


—Working for or against is- 


sues affecting his local area. 
This is perhaps th& toughest 
area for a lawmaker, and for a 
lawmaker with any spunk at 
all, most difficult 
of times to 


reconcile with his local con- 
stituents. 


Tor example, do you vote 


for or against an increase in 
the liquor lax, with a distillery 
in 
your home 
area? 
The 


simple fact remains that an 
increase in stale revenues is 
needed—rbut do you stand up 
for the overall picture, or con- 
fine it to strictly local consid- 
eration? 
(If the latter were 


the case, it's difficult to SCR 
how any 
legislation at 
all 


would be enacted!) 


—Activity in behalf of lo- 


cal constituency. 
There are 


many, many areas in which 
lawmakers (as the local elect- 
ed representatives of the peo- 
ple) can and do work In be- 
half of their folks at home- 
even though it has nothing 
to do with, legislation or the 
Legislature. 


Much of this Is. liaison work 


between local and slate bodies 
—it may be between a local 
school district and th* Depart- 
ment 
of Public 
Instruction, 


between A local municipality 
and the Department of High- 
ways, between a local citizen 
group and the Department of 
Forests and Waters, etc. 


The question In this case Is 


whether the local lawmaker 
actually does work In behalf 
of his constituency on such is- 
sues-effectively 
and 
deter- 


minedly — or 
whether 
h* 


simply comes up to with ths 
remark: 
"Really, it has no- 


thing to do with the Legisla- 
ture; it's out ot my orbit," 


At this' point the die lias 


been cast on these criteria. 
The 
individual 
lawmakers 


.have- already made their rec- 
ord; now It's up to ths voter* 
they "represent"!

Poconos 


HARR1SBURG—Aerial spray- 


ing of 18,360 acres of Pocono 
Mountain woodland lo destroy 
gypsy moths has been complet- 
ed, State Agriculture Secretary 
Leland H. Bull announced yes- 
terday. 


The 1964 spray program be- 


gan May 19 and covered six sep- 
arate areas where gypsy moth 
infestations had been discovered, 
according to Henry F. Nixon, di- 
rector of the department's Bur- 
eau oC Plant Industry. The plots 
ale in" Northampton, 
Monroe 


and Pike Counties. 


The project, part of a federal- 


stale program in Pennsylvania 
and neighboring states, has been 
repeated annually in the Poco- 
nos where gypsy moths are a 
threat lo hardwood trees. A to- 
tal of 19,188 gallons of spray 
material was applied from air- 
planes. 
The active ingredient 


was Sevin, a chemical insecti- 
cide with less resinual effect 
than tho.se used in the past, 
JJixon said. 


The next phase of Ihe project

Insect traps—wil begin In the 
area in mid-Juno, according to 
Nixon. The purpose, he explain- 
ed, is to detect any reinfestation
